TO THE QTJEEN’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 

May it please your Majesty, 

I hare the honour of submitting to your Majesty my Report 
upon the State and Proceedings of Queen’s College, Belfast, during 
the Session 1880-81. 

The increase in the number of Students, to which attention 
was directed in former years, still continues. It was thought by 
some that the proposed establishment of the Royal University 
would tend to diminish the number of Students in. the Queen’s 
Colleges, inasmuch as it is provided in the University Education 
(Ireland) Act, that “ No residence in any College nor attendance 
at Lectures or any other course of instruction in. the University 
shall he obligatory upon any Candidate for a Degree, other than 
a Degree in Medicine or Surgery.” For so far at least, it is 
satisfactory to be able to state, this College has not been affected 
by the projected change in the system of University Education. 
On the contrary, our Students were more numerous during the 
past Session than in any previous year; and it will be seen from 
Tables I., II., and HI., which I append, that the increase has been 
most marked in. the Matriculated Students, and in the Faculty 
of Arts. 

The answering of Candidates at the Matriculation and Scholar- 
ship Examinations, held in October, was, on the whole, more 
satisfactory than on any former occasion. This is doubtless 
owing in some measure to the operation of the Intermediate 
Education Act. I feel confident that in a few years more the 
successful working of that Act, and the stimulus it gives to more 
careful training in schools, will largely increase the number of 
Candidates for Degrees, and will contribute to raise the standard 
of University Education in Ireland. The chief difficulty with 
which we have had to contend hitherto has been the want of 
thorough preparatory training. Young men were sent up to the 
Colleges imperfectly educated, not merely in Ancient Classics and 
Mathematics, hut even in English. They were, therefore, unable 
to follow the lectures of Professors, and to take full advantage of 
higher instruction in Science and Literature. There is now a 
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fair prospect of this serious difficulty being removed, and of the 
commencement of what, I trust, will be a new era in the educa- 
tional history of the country. 

A tabular view of the number of Students enrolled in this 
College at four successive decennial periods, as compared with 
last session, will afford the most satisfactory view of its steady 



and rapid progress.

Since the opening of the College in 1849, 3,625 Students 
have entered it, and it will be seen from Tables II. and IV. 
in the Appendix, that this large aggregate has included rep- 
resentatives of every English-speaking country in the world, 
and of every religious denomination in Ireland. Presbyterians 
have been naturally the most numerous, because the members of 
that Church reside chiefly in Ulster, and more especially in the 
populous counties around Belfast ; but the Church of Ireland has 
contributed 755 Students, the Catholic Church 214, and the 
Methodist Church 158. 

Of those trained in the College 679 have graduated in Arts, 
and 410 in Medicine, in the Queen’s University ; while of the 
rest a large number graduated in other Universities, or obtained 
the ordinary Medical qualifications from Licensing Bodies in the 
United Kingdom. Our alumni are now found in every part of 
the world, many of them occupying with distinguished ability 
Professorial Chairs in Universities and Colleges, and high places 
in the Civil, Military, and Medical Services of this and other’ 
countries. 

Table VII. shows that the Students of this College have fully 
maintained their place at the Queen’s University Examinations 
during the past year. Twenty-three graduated with honors, 
viz. : — Eleven M.A., eight B.A., three M..D., and one B.E.; and 
twenty-one obtained honors in tlie preliminary University 
Examinations in Arts, Medicine, and Engineering. The following 
are the total numbers of the Students from this College who 
graduated in Queen’s University during the year : — Pour LL.D., 
twelve M.A, twenty-one B.A., thirty-three M.D., twenty-two 
M.Ch., and two B.E. The above statistics prove that the Pro- 
fessors are doing their duty faithfully, and that great success 
continues to follow their arduous and important labours. 

I feel bound to record my grateful acknowledgment of the 
attention which the Deans of Residences have shown during the 
Session to the Students of their respective Churches. Some of 
them have generously awarded prizes for superior answering in 
the subjects of their lectures and catechetical instructions. They 
have all reported favourably in regard to the general conduct of 
those under their charge. 

The Senate of the Queen’s University having discovered that 
a Student of this College had been personated at the Supple- 
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mentary University Examination, held in Queen’s College, Galway, 
in January last, requested the Council of this College to investigate 
the matter. The Council did so, and succeeded in establishing 
the charge, and also in discovering the personator, who was a 
Student of this College. Considering the very grave nature of 
the offence, the Council felt it to be their painful duty to expel 
both Students. I am decidedly of opinion that if such Supple- 
mentary Examinations are to be continued, the University Senate 
should require each Student to present himself for examination 
in his own College. 

In consequence of recent changes in legislation, materially 
affecting University Education in Ireland, I think it right to 
place before your Majesty a short summary of the method of 
instruction pursued in this College. 

Systematic courses of lectures are delivered by the Professors. 
These lectures are compulsory, and no Student can obtain a 
sessional certificate whose attendance upon them has been de- 
fective. A daily roll is kept, recording the presence or absence of 
each member of the class, and his attention to study or otherwise, 
so that the College Council can judge by the record whether a 
Student is entitled to his certificate. The Professors hold class 
examinations on the subjects of their lectures, and on such text- 
books as may be prescribed. In the departments of Languages, 
Literature, History, Logic, and Metaphysics, there are, in addition, 
critical readings, written exercises, and criticisms of essays. In 
the Science Division, besides rigid demonstrations and the solution 
of problems, the application of abstract principles to practical 
purposes is, as far as possible, developed and illustrated. In the 
Natural History group, which includes .Zoology, Botany, and 
Geology, special attention is given to familiarize the Students, by 
actual observation and practical research, with the comparative 
anatomy, physiology, and classification of recent and extinct 
forms of animal life, with tire anatomy, geographical distribution 
and properties of plants, and with those minerals which possess 
the greatest economic importance. The course in Chemistry is 
divided into three parts : — Chemical Philosophy, Inorganic 
Chemistry, and Organic Chemistry ; while in the Laboratory, 
Students are instructed in the general methods of conducting 
chemical analyses. Throughout the several departments of the 
Medical and Engineering Faculties the same method is followed, 
combining the practical and experimental with the theoretical. 

By this system the Professors have full opportunity of investiga- 
ting the various departments of Literature and the principles and 
facts of Science, in carefully prepared courses of lectures ; while, 
at the same time, by frequent class examinations, by daily inter- 
course with the Students, and by constant supervision of their 
labours, they are able judiciously to stimulate the energies of young 
men, to direct their studies, and adequately to test their progress. 

Our Students are thus trained in Pure Science, and receive, as far 
as our present limited accommodation and appliances admit, prac- 
tical instruction in Physics, Chemistry, and Engineering. They 
have also the great advantages of intercourse with the professors. 
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and they freely associate with each other in the halls and class- 
rooms. Academic habits are thereby acquired, a vigorous and 
healthy rivalry is created, broad and liberal views are imbibed 
love of knowledge for its own sake, as well as for the status it 
gives, is fostered ; mental discipline, high feeling, generous sym- 
pathy, noble aspirations — in a word, all the constituents of real 
culture are here, and, I venture to hope, the great body of our 
Students become more or less deeply imbued witb them. No 
amount of private study, no scheme of competitive or University 
examinations, however largely encouraged and liberally rewarded, 
could, in this respect, supply the want of Collegiate training! 
Collegiate training seems to me, besides, to be very specially 
suited to the state of Ireland. It brings together, from the 
various sects and classes, those who, by education and position, 
are destined to become the future leaders of society, and it in- 
spires them with sentiments of mutual respect, and with a desire 
to promote the peace and prosperity of the country. 

In my last Keport I called attention to the deficiency of accom- 
modation in the College, especially in the departments of Chemis- 
try, Anatomy, and Physics. This deficiency was felt still more 
during the past Session, owing to the increased number of students. 
The number has doubled within the last twenty years. The 
College, in fact, has prospered far beyond the most sanguine ex- 
pectations of its founders. Our Medical School is now much the 
largest in Ireland, and ranks third in the United Kingdom. The 
buddings of tlie Medical Schools in the Universities of Dublin, 
Edinburgh, and Glasgow have been recently enlarged, and then 1 
laboratories and scientific apparatus wholly remodelled, so as to 
meet the requirements of advanced education. It is now absolutely 
necessary, in the interests of education in Ulster, and in justice to 
our Professors and Students, that this College should he placed in 
the same position as others. 

Last year the Professor of Chemistry reported that the space 
in his department was totally insufficient to meet existing wants. 
Now, he says : — 

“Students of Medicine, of whom there are 330 in the College, are 
required to go through a course of practical chemistry in the Laboratory. 
There is scarcely a branch, besides, of the arts or manufactures into 
which chemistry has not been introduced, and a considerable number of 
purely chemical industries have sprung up in this country. It is, there- 
fore, much to be regretted that our chemical department is behind the 
times, and is not adapted to meet the requirements of this great centra 
of industry." 

The Professors of Natural Philosophy and Engineering also 
press upon me the necessity of providing proper laboratories for 
the training of their Students in applied science. The Professor 
of Natural History asks for additional space in the Museum, so 
that he may arrange, for purposes of practical study, rare and 
valuable specimens of plants and animals wbicb have, within the 
last few years, been presented to the College. 

I referred in my last "Report to the great increase in the number 
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of Medical Students. The increase continues ; and the Professor 
of Anatomy informs me that the overcrowding of his Lecture 
theatre and Dissecting-room during the Session gave rise 
to serious embarrassment in the arrangement of his classes, and 
was a source of constant anxiety lest the health of the young 
men should suffer thereby. The recent extension of the field of 
Medical Science also requires a large amount of additional space, 
especially for the study of Histology and Physiology. Unless 
our buildings are enlarged and our Laboratories properly 
equipped we cannot continue to give such practical training to 
our Students as is now demanded of candidates for Degrees. 

To show the great importance, from an educational and national 
point of view, of the additional accommodation, and scientific 
apparatus, which the Professorial staff of this College so earnestly 
press for, I may be permitted to refer briefly to what has been 
recently done elsewhere. 

The University of Cambridge has by its influence and action 
contributed to the establishment of a College in Nottingham, 
specially intended to give instruction in Applied Science and 
technical knowledge ; and His Royal Highness Prince Leopold, 
when opening it, referred in striking terms to the great advantages 
such an institution is calculated to confer upon a large manu- 
facturing community. A School of Physical Science, in connec- 
tion with Durham University, has been founded in Newcastle- 
on-Tyne. The Victoria University of Manchester recently 
received a Charter ; its Physical Laboratories are models of com- 
pleteness, and it has already an off-shoot in the College of Science 
at Leeds. The munificence of a citizen of Birmingham has built 
and endowed in that city one of tire noblest Colleges of Science 
in the Empire. King’s College, and University College, London, 
have special departments for Applied Science ; and within the last 
few days the foundation stone of the London Institute for the 
advancement of technical education, was laid by the Prince of 
Wales. The building, we are told, will be supplied with labora- 
tories, in which the most delicate operations can be carried on, 
with workshops in which the various branches of Mechanical and. 
Electrical Engineering will be taught, with studios in which 
applied art may be practiced, and with a Lecture Theatre and 
Class-rooms, in which the principles of science will be explained. 

The speech of His Royal Highness on the occasion is worthy 
of the most thoughtful consideration : — 

“ Hitherto,’’ he said, “ English teaching has chiefly relied on training 
tlia intellectual faculties, so as to adapt men to apply their intelli- 
gence in any occupation of life to which they may be called; and 
this general discipline of the mind has, on the whole, been found suffi- 
cient until recent times ; but during the last thirty years the competi- 
tion of other nations, even in manufactures which once were exclusively 
earned on in this kingdom, has been very severe. Nations which did 
not possess in such abundance as Great Britain coal, the source of power, 
and iron, the essence of strength, compensated for the want by the 
technical education of their industrial classes, and this country has, 
therefore, seen manufactures springing up everywhere guided by trained 
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intelligence tints created. Botli in Europe and America technical 
Colleges for teaching, not the practice, but the principles of science and 
art involved in particular industries, have been organized in all the 
leading centres of industry. England is now thoroughly aware of the 
necessity for supplementing her educational institutions by Colleges of 
a like nature.” 

England is pre-eminently a manufacturing country. Her 
■wealth and power are largely owing to her success in this depart- 
ment. If she would continue to prosper she must preserve the 
superiority of her fabrics, and successfully meet in the open 
market the skill, and taste, and technical knowledge of all com- 
petitors. Hence the vital necessity to the nation at large of 
technical education on a sound scientific basis. Nowhere is that 
necessity more keenly felt than among the merchants and manu- 
facturers of Ulster. It is the pressing want of the present time. 
The resources of the country are great ; portions of the soil abound 
in minerals ; water-power exists to an almost unlimited extent ; 
spinning, weaving, and bleaching, which are the staple industries 
of the province, and which in days past have contributed so 
much to its prosperity, but are now almost paralysed by foreign 
competition, might be revived and largely extended. Skill and 
capital, however, are required. We cannot without aid provide 
the means of such practical training as is necessary in order to 
apply all the resources of modern science to industrial enterprises. 

I venture to express the earnest hope that by a timely grant from 
Government this College may, during the coming year, he as 
thoroughly equipped as kindred institutions in the leading manu- 
facturing towns of England. In other countries the value of in- 
struction in applied science is, as His Royal Highness the Prince 
of Wales stated, fully recognized. Germany provides buildings, 
laboratories, and scientific apparatus on the most liberal scale. 
In Prance, Belgium, Switzerland, and the United States of 
America, higher technical education is making rapid strides under 
the fostering care of the respective Governments, aided by the 
generous contributions of patriotic citizens. The results of this 
wise liberality, while enriching those nations, are most seriously 
affecting the manufacturing interests of this country, and espe- 
cially of Belfast and Ulster. If we would regain our former 
position — if we would fully develop the latent resources of this 
province, we must have the means of giving our talented young 
men such scientific training as is placed within reach of the youth 
of other countries. 

In Table IV. of the Appendix will be found the number of 
Students in this College who came from each of the provinces of 
Ireland, and from other places. In Table V. the ages of the 
Students are given. In Table VI. is a list of the number of 
lectures delivered by each Professor, and the number of Students 
attending them. Table VII. shows the Degrees, Diplomas, and 
Honours obtained by Students of this College at the examinations 
of Queen’s University during the past year. In Table VIII. is 
an abstract of the receipts and expenditure of the College for the 
financial year ending 3lst March ; and Table X. contains a list of 
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the Professors and Officers, showing their length of service, 
salaries, class fees, and other emoluments. 

Table IX. gives a list of the Benefactors of the College since its 
foundation. I feel much pleasure in directing attention to this 
list, as it shows the interest taken in the prosperity of the College, 
and in the advancement of learning, by the people of Belfast and 
Ulster. Valuable Scholarships and Studentships have been 
founded, larg'e additions have been made to the Library and 
Museums, an Observatory bas been built and partially furnished, 
and our Halls have been adorned with paintings and busts. I 
feel bound to mention the names of the following gentlemen as 
among our most munificent benefactors: — Robert Sullivan, esq., 
ll.d., John Porter, esq., William Dunville, esq., J, R. M'Clean, 
esq., and the Reverend A. H. Pakenham. During the past year 
the sum of .-£1,680 was raised by public subscription, for the 
establishment of a scholarship to commemorate the distinguished 
services rendered to this College and to Chemical Science, by Dr. 
Thomas Andrews, r.n.s,, who recently resigned the office of Vice- 
President. 

Among the donations to the Library, I think it right to men- 
tion the very valuable publications of the British Museum, pre- 
sented through the kindness of the Librarian. The use of our 
Library, I may state, is not confined exclusively to Students and 
Professors. It is open to all former Students and to all Graduates 
of Queen’s University on liberal terms ; it is also freely opened, 
for purposes of consultation, to any person applying for admission, 
and is thus a great boon to the literary public of Belfast and the 
north of Ireland ; its value and importance are increasing year by- 
year, and a new Catalogue is. now being prepared, which will 
make its treasures of learning much more accessible to literary 
men. 

Our Observatory is still incomplete. To make it practically 
useful for astronomical observations we require an equatorial 
telescope, snob as was recently presented to Queen’s College, 
Cork. A suitable building has been erected and is now ready for 
its reception. The gift of an instrument would be highly prized 
by the College.

1847. Presented by Charles Davis, Esq., a large oil painting of the Assassina- 
tion of Peter Martyr, by Atkins, being a copy of the original painting 
by Titian. _ ° 

Presented by Professor Craik, a portrait of Confucius. 

1851. The Governors of the Armagh Observatory, with the sanction of Her 
Majesty, transferred to the Queen’s College, the Transit Instrument and 
Astronomical Clock, which were formerly in the Observatory at Kew. 

The Lords of the Admiralty, oil the recommendation of the Astronomer 
Royal of England, acceded to an application from Professor ‘Wilson for 
transferring to the College a Mural Circle by Jones, which had been in 
use at the Cape of Good Hope. 

For the reception of these instruments au Observatory was erected on 
the College grounds, the expense having been defrayed by subscription. 

1854. Presented by W.P. Wilson, Esq., m.a., former Professor of Mathematics 
in the College, a Bust of Sir Isaac Newton. 

1855. Presented by Robert II. Lynn, Esq., London, an oil portrait of 

James the First of England, when a child, an oil portrait of George 
Buchanan, and an oil portrait of John Milton. 

1860. An oil portrait of Hugh Carlisle, m.d., former Professor of Anatomy and 
Physiology in the College ; presented by the subscribers. 

1864. Given by It. M. Wilson, Esq., an Exhibition of Twenty Pounds to be 
conferred annually upon one or more of the most deserving unsuccessful 
candidates for a Scholarship of the First Year. 

This Exhibition was awarded for eleven years. 

1864. Given by the Royal Academical Institution, Belfast, two Exhibitions of 
Five Pounds each, to be conferred annually upon students from this 
Institution who have taken the highest places in the Literary and 
Science Divisions, at the Examination for Scholarships of the First Year. 

1866, Given by John Charters, Esq., an Exhibition, value Fifteen Pounds, and 
two Exhibitions, value Ten Pounds each, in the literary Division of 
the Faculty of Arts ; also one Exhibition, value Fifteen Pounds, and 
two, value Ten Pounds each, in the Science Division of the Faculty of 
Arts, to be called the “Charters’ Exhibitions,” and to be annually 
awarded during ten years, at the Examinations for the Literary and 
Scientific Scholarships of the first year, to students who, during at least 
one year previous to their entrance into college, have been in continuous 
attendance at the Roy r al Academical Institution, and who have attained 
the standard of excellence required at the Junior Scholarship Examina- 
tions. Also, an Exhibition, value Fifty Pounds, tenable for one year, 
to be called the “ Charters’ Medical Exhibition,” to be annually 
awarded during ten years, in connexion with the Belfast School of 
Medicine, by the Trustees of the “ Charters’ Educational Fund.” 

This Exhibition to be conferred by a Special Examination in Medicine 
and Surgery, chiefly of a practical character, and to be open ft) any 
Medical Student to compete, provided he does not possess either a 
Medical or Surgical qualification. 

1866. An oil portrait and a bust of George L. Craik, lu.d., former Professor 
of History and English Literature in the College ; presented by the 
subscribers. 

Presented by Henry Burden, Esq., m.d.; an oil portrait of William 

Burden, m.d., former Professor of Midwifery in the College. 

1868. The sum of Four Thousand Pounds was bequeathed by Robert Sullivan, 
Esq., l l.d., Bamster-at-Law, for the endowment of Three Scholarships 
hi the Queen’s College, Belfast, to be called the Sullivan Scholarships, 
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two o£ them to be restricted to candidates who shall have acted as 
Teachers or Assistant Teachers in Irish National Schools for at least 
two years, and one of them to candidates who shall have been educated 
in the Royal Academical Institution, Belfast, for at least three years. 

These Scholarships are tenable for three years. 

1869. Given by "William Coates, Esq., a prize, value Thirty Pounds, to be ‘ 
called “The Coates Prize,” and to be awarded in the Department of 
Engineering to the best candidate in a set of Examinations, to be held 
in the Third term of each Session, and to comprise : — 

1. Civil and Mechanical Engineering. 

2. Office and Field Work, including Geometrical Drawing and Sur- 
veying, Levelling and Measuring, together with any two of the follow- 
ing subjects: — 

3. Natural Philosophy applied. 

4. Analytical Chemistry. 

5. Geology. 

6. Mathematics, including specially the elementary principles of the 
Differential Calculus. 

Competition for this Prize in each Session to be open to all persons • 
who are at the time, or were in the preceding year, Students of 
Engineering in Queen’s College, Belfast, going through- the Third 
Session of their Engineering Course, in regular order, or going through 
the Session which, under the sanction of the Council, in special cases 
shall stand instead of a Third Session of the Queen’s College Engineering 
Course. 

This prize was awarded for four years. 

1869. A Bust of the Rev. P. Shuldham Henry, jd.d., late President of the 
College, presented by the Professors and other subscribers. 

1871. Bequeathed by John Porter, Esq., the sum of Three Thousand One 
Hundred and Ten Pounds Eight Shillings and Four Pence for the 
endowment of Two Scholarships in Queen's College, Belfast, to be 
called “The Porter Scholarships.” These scholarships are each of the 
annual value of Fifty Pounds, and are tenable for two years. They are 
open to undergraduates of not less than two years standing. 

1873. A deed was executed by William Dunville, Esq., establishing the 
“ Sorella Trust.” 

This deed, which also provides funds for other educational purposes 
not connected with the College, endows two Studentships in Queen’s 
College, Belfast, to be called “The Dunville Studentships.” These 
studentships are open to any person who is recognised by the Council or 
other Governing body of Queen’s College, Belfast, as a student of three 
or more years standing in any Faculty, provided that the last of the. 
three or more years which give such standing, has been spent in Queen’s 
College, Belfast, and has been the year preceding, or the year but one 
preceding the examination. 

They are given, one, for the encouragement of the study of Mathe- 
matical and .Physical Science, the other, for the encouragement oi the 
study of Natural Science, in alternate years. Each person obtaining a 
Studentship receives £45 -for the first year, and £100 for the second 
year. 

1873. Given by the Widow and Children of the late John Robinson M‘ Clean, 
Esq., Civil Engineer, London, through the hands of the Rev. P. S. 
Henry, d.d,, the late President, the sum of Five Handled Pounds, to be 
expended in the purchase of Scientific works for the Library of Queen’s 
College, Belfast. 

1874. Given by the Methodist College, Belfast, one Exhibition, value Ten 
Pounds, to be awarded annually to the highest answerer among students 
from the Methodist College who have obtained Literary Scholarships of 
the first year in Queen’s College, Belfast; and another Exhibition, also 
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value Ten Pounds, to the highest answerer among students from the 
Methodist College, who have obtained Science Scholarships of the First 
Year in the same College. _ 

No Student can obtain either of these Exhibitions, who has not been 
at least one year in attendance at the Methodist College previously to 
his Matriculating in Queen’s College, Belfast. 

1876. Given by the Reverend Arthur Hercules Pakenham, for the endowment 
of two Scholarships in Queen’s College, Belfast, one to be called the 
“ Sir Hercules Pakenha a Scholarship,” and the other the 5 4 Emily Lady 
Pakenham Scholarship,’ the sum of One Thousand Pounds, invested in 
five bonds of £100 each of the Moscow Jaroslaw Railway Company, and 
five bonds of £100 each of the Charkoff Azov Railway Company. 

These Scholarships are given in alternate years, are each tenable for 
two years, and are open to all students, matriculated or non-matriculated, 
on their entrance into the College. 

1877. Given by an anonymouB donor, Ten Pounds, to provide for an Entrance 
Prize of Five Pounds, to be awarded for' proficiency in French. 

This prize was awarded for two years. 

1878. An oil portrait of Alexander Gordon, m.d., Professor of Surgery in the 
College ; presented by the subscribers. 

1880. The subscribers to a testimonial given to Dr. MacDouall on his retire- 
ment from the Professorship of Greek, presented to the College, in 
addition to a portrait of Dr. MacDouall to be placed in the Examination 
Hall, a collection of Classical and Oriental Works of the value of 
£275, selected from the library of Dr. MacDouall, to form the nucleus 
of a department of the Library to be called “ The MacDouall Library." 

1881. The sum of One Thousand Six Hundred and Eighty Pounds was raised 
by public subscription, for the establishment of a Scholarship to com- 
memorate the distinguished services, rendered to this College and to 
Chemical Science, by Dr. Thomas Andrews, F.n s., who recently resigned 
the office of Vice-President. 

At the same time a full-length Oil Portrait of Dr. Andrews was placed 
in the Examination Hall of the College.
